Syphilis Persists in S.F 





San Francisco now has the highest syphilis infection rate in the U.S. We looked at where to get tested for syphilis, and how to get it treated. 


Time to get tested! Syphillis 
infection rates are rising in S.F.

The city is sitting on a syphilis 
situation. Buried deep in a report re- 
leased last month from a national health 
testing organization is the shocking sta- 
tistic that San Francisco has the highest 
rate of syphilis infection of any county in 
the entire United States. 

This report is a more detailed, 
regional breakdown of Centers for 
Disease Control data from 2017, 
displaying complete information on 
sexually transmitted infections (STIs) 
nationwide. It shows that San Francis- 
co County has by far the highest preva- 
lence of syphilis, with an infection rate 
more than double that of New York 
City — which lands at No. 5. 

The San Francisco Department of 
Public Health’s sexual health clinic 
has more recent monthly data, and 
the truth is that our syphilis rate goes 
up and down from month to month. 
For example, it’s technically lower 
than it was this time last year. But San 
Francisco syphilis rates are still off the

charts compared to other American 
counties, at levels that were unheard of 
20 years ago. 

“If you just look at the total number 
of cases, Los Angeles is much higher 
than we are,” explains Susan Philip, 
director of the Disease Prevention and 
Control Branch at the San Francisco’s 
Department of Public Health. “But our 
rates have been increasing over the 
past several years. 

This is the same trend that has 
been seen throughout California, and 
throughout the United States, unfor- 
tunately.” 

San Francisco syphilis infections 
had previously occurred primarily 
among gay and bisexual men, but 
that’s changing. Over the last five 
years, the syphilis rate among women 
in California has increased seven-fold. 

And the symptoms are not pleas- 
ant. Syphilis can cause serious prob- 
lems that go way beyond the bedroom. 
Untreated, it can cause blindness, 
paralysis, severe heart problems, and 
death, and it’s a scary, sneaky infection 
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that can hide latently in your system 
for years with no apparent symptoms. 

“Syphilis can be silent or it can 
manifest in ways that are not immedi- 
ately clear that it is syphilis,” explains 
Phillips. 

Luckily, you don’t need to worry 
about getting infected by toilet seats 
or a wayward sneeze. Syphilis is only 
transmitted through sex or prolonged 
kissing, and the infection is passed 
through direct contact with sores 
during vaginal, oral, anal sex, or the 
sharing of sex toys that may have been 
exposed. 

It’s unrealistic to expect any San 
Franciscan to refrain from oral, anal, 
and vaginal sex. Instead, the sexually 
active should be vigilant about using 
condoms, female condoms, and dental 
dams. 

Experts recommend getting an STD 
checkup every six months if you're 
sexually active with more than one 
partner, and more frequently the more 
partners you have. 

“For the groups that are most risk 





for syphilis in San Francisco, that 
includes gay men, men who have sex 
with other men, and transgender per- 
sons, we recommend screening every 
three months,” Philip tells us. “The 
testing for syphilis is a very simple 
blood test.” 

The problem, though, is that most 
testing clinics in San Francisco do not 
offer syphilis detection among the in- 
fections and diseases they test for. 

We found a few that do. SoMa’s San 
Francisco City Clinic offers free or low- 
cost syphilis testing on a drop-in basis, 
regardless of your insurance status. 
The Planned Parenthood Health Center 
on Valencia Street tests for syphilis 
among many other STDs, often for free 
or without a co-pay. 

A few of our notable free clinics 
have new names, but still offer free or 
low-cost syphilis testing. Castro health 
center Strut, the successor clinic to 
the much-smaller Magnet, offers free 
syphilis testing, and accepts walk-in 
appointments. The Haight-Ashbury 
Free Clinics, now under the umbrella

of HealthRIGHT 360, also continues to 
test for syphilis. 

If you have the bad fortune of a 
syphilis infection, the good news is 
that it’s among the more easily treated 
infectious diseases. A regimen of pen- 
icillin shots — generally applied right 
to the buttocks — will usually offer a 
cure. 

“Penicillin has been used for over 
60 years for the treatment of syphilis,” 
Philip points out. Luckily, “the organ- 
ism of syphilis has not developed any 
resistance to penicillin.” 

Being the most syphilitic city in 
the country is nothing new to San 
Francisco: We had that same notorious 
distinction through much of the 1970s 
and ’80s, and over time, we drove the 
infection to near-extinction levels. And 
with some attention to safer sex and 
frequent testing, we can make the Suc- 
ka Free City a syphilis-free city again.

Lost Cat Raises 
Funds for 
Firefighters 


Harry wasn’t the only cat at 
Aster Farms. In fact, the Lake County 
property (north of Napa, east of Men- 
docino) was home to a number of cats 
and dogs — although Aster Farms CEO 
and Director of Business Strategy Julia 
Jacobson confesses that everyone was 
partial to Harry. 

“He was one of our favorites,” she 
says, because he’s super-friendly. He 
was always coming around and trying 
to get you to pet him and all that.” 

Then, last July, the Mendocino 
Complex Fire began about a mile down 
the road from Jacobson and Aster 
Farms President Sam Ludwig. For 
three days, they kept close tabs on the 
blaze and prepared their property as 
best they could. Finally, the order for 
a mandatory evacuation was issued, 
which left them no time to search for 
missing pets. 

“It was pretty horrifying,” Jacobson 
recalls. “We found one of the cats and 


two of the dogs, but we couldn’t find 
Harry. At that moment, you have to 
leave. You can’t stick around. It is a 
devastating, horrible feeling that I nev- 
er want to feel again in my life — to 
have a walk away knowing that we’ve 
left an animal that we love.” 

While Harry’s loss hit everyone at 
Aster Farms hard, there was also the 
matter of their compromised harvest 
to worry about. Prior to the Mendoci- 
no Complex Fire, Jacobson and Ludwig 
had put 600 plants in the ground. By 
the time they were allowed to return 
to their property following the evacua- 
tion, only 13 had survived. 

Jacobson says the fire was only par- 
tially responsible. 

“We didn’t have access to the farm 
for about 10 days after the fire,” she 
explains. “Out of 
600 plants, about 
80 of them only 
died because of a 
lack of water — be- 
cause we couldn't 
get there to fix the 
irrigation lines.” 

Sadly, the prop- 
erty, which Jacob- 
son and Ludwig 
leased from Aster 
Farms’ Director of 
Cultivation, Noah 
Cornell, sustained 
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significant damage as well. For Cornell 
and his family, it meant losing their 
home, although Jacobson confirms 
that insurance has allowed for them 
to begin rebuilding. Meanwhile, it was 
time to decide what to do with the 
crop they were able to harvest. 

It is worth noting that Aster Farms 
has earned a stellar reputation since 
it first launched its operation in 2016. 
Their model is partially inspired by 
Ludwig's family, who have maintained 
a multi-generation, off-the-grid opera- 
tion outside of Philo. 

“Sam’s grandparents moved to 
Mendocino and they’ve been growing 
cannabis on the family ranch for about 
50 years now, Jacobson says. “Sam 
was in a crib while the whole family 
was trimming around him.” 





The pair based their business on 
some of the sustainability practices 
embraced by Ludwig’s family. They also 
found an ideal home on Cornell’s prop- 
erty, which made the destruction the 
Mendocino Complex Fire wrought all 
the more painful. Luckily, members of 
the local community — those within 
the cannabis industry and outside of 
it — swiftly came to their aid. 

Top Hat Nursery in Salinas donated 
500 plants, while the distributor used 
by Aster Farms agreed to cut their feed 
to fetch them. TerraVesco donated a 
sizeable amount of fertilizer. Jacob- 
son also remembers being pleasantly 
surprised by the police officers she en- 
countered when she and Ludwig first 
attempted to return home. 

“At first, we 
were a little bit 
nervous, she 
concedes, “but 
they told us they 
just wanted to 
know who was 
going up to the 
property in case 

the fire turned 
again. Once we 
got to chatting, 
they wanted to 
know more about 
what we do. The 
Marin Sheriff was 
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fascinated! He asked how many plants 
we were growing, and he was worried 
about whether we'd be able to have a 
season!” 

As a tribute to their fallen feline, 
Aster Farms is now selling pre-roll 
packs of joints under the label Harry’s 
Harvest. Jacobson and Ludwig have 
pledged to donate $2 from every pack 
sold to local volunteer firefighters. 

“As much as we love CAL FIRE and 
all of the other firemen who came,” 
Jacobson says, “it’s the local volunteer 
firefighters who were fighting to save 
our house while their homes were 
burning down. They’re doing this as 
volunteers. It’s not their full-time job. 
They are really the heroes.” 

At present, Aster Farms plans to 
sell the line indefinitely. 

“We plan to keep Harry’s Harvest 
going for as long as the company is 
alive and operating,” Jacobsen con- 
firms. “There are so many other causes 
that we want to give back to. Whether 
it’s the opioid crisis or veterans, there’s 
so much we can do by raising money 
through cannabis to give back to our 
communities.”

Protecting 
the elderly 
from abuse 
and neglect

This week’s question comes from 
Tara W. from Tiburon, who asks: 


:“My grandmother is ina 

nursing home. She is bed- 

bound and can’t use her legs. 

From my visits and conversa- 
tions w er, itis clear that the nurs- 
ing home personnel doesn’t get her out 
of bed or change her adult diaper nearly 
regularly enough and, asa result, she 
has developed two large sores on her 
bottom. We know it is not the best 
place for her, but it is all our family can 
afford. What rights does she have and 
what can I do to hold them responsible 
for not caring for my Grandma? 


: Dear Tara, As our society 
ages as a group, more and 
more facilities are spring- 
ing up in the elder care 
business. Unfortunately, while many 


are caring and reputable, many others 
are poor quality and understaffed, 
with some resembling nothing more 
than warehouses for the elderly. In 
the context the Bay Area’s skyrocket- 
ing costs of living, many families like 
yours have no choice but to settle for 
substandard services. 


California’s Elder and Dependent 
Adult Civil Protection Act (““EAD- 
ACPA”), codified in the California 
Welfare and Institutions Code, 
reflects the state legislature’s recog- 
nition that persons age 65 and older 
are a disadvantaged class worthy of 
heightened protection from the state 
because their age-related physical 
and mental limitations diminish their 
ability protect their rights on their 
own. Cal. Welf. & Inst. Code § 15600. 
EADACPA protections also apply to 
other disabled adults between 18 and 
64 whose physical or developmental 
disabilities restrict their ability to 
carry out normal activities and are 
therefore either dependent on others 
for their basic and daily needs or 
admitted as inpatients to 24-hour 
health facilities. Cal. Welf. & Inst. 
Code § 15610.23(a)-(b). The law seeks 
to protect elders and dependents 
from abuse and neglect by providing 
an array of public and private legal 
remedies, including recovery for a 
victim’s pain and suffering, attorney’s 


fees, litigation costs, and punitive 
damages. Cal. Welf. & Inst. Code § 
15657. By imposing the specter of 
these enhanced remedies in litiga- 
tion, the law seeks to simultaneously 
disincentivize unlawful behavior and 
encourage private enforcement of 
the laws. 


EADACPA defines neglect of an 
elder/dependent as “[t]he negligent 
failure of any person having the care 
or custody of an elder or a dependent 
adult to exercise that degree of care 
that a reasonable person in a like 
position would exercise,” which may 
take the form of failure to assist in 
personal hygiene, provide food, cloth- 
ing, shelter, or medical care, or pro- 
tect from health and safety hazards. 
Cal. Welf. & Inst. Code § 15610.57. 
Abuse is defined as deprivation by a 
care custodian of goods and services 
necessary to avoid physical harm or 
mental suffering, or as well as finan- 
cial abuse, physical abuse, neglect, 
abandonment, isolation, abduction, 
or other treatment resulting in phys- 
ical harm or pain or mental suffering. 
Cal. Welf. & Inst. Code § 15610.07. 


To recover EADCPA’s enhanced 
remedies, including punitive damag- 
es, a plaintiff must prove by clear and 
convincing evidence not only that 
the defendant is liable for physical 


abuse, neglect, or financial abuse as 
defined by the act, but also that they 
are guilty of recklessness, oppression, 
fraud, or malice in the commission of 
that abuse. Beyond a purely negligent 
absence of care, recklessness involves 
a deliberate disregard of the high 
degree of probability that an injury 
will occur, rising to the level of a 
conscious choice of a course of action 
with knowledge of the serious danger 
to others involved in it. Oppression, 
fraud, and malice further require 
intentional, willful, or conscious 
wrongdoing of a despicable or inju- 
rious nature. Cal. Welf. & Inst. Code 
§ 15657. 


Tara, from what you report, your 
grandmother’s situation sounds like 
it could qualify as neglect under EAD- 
CPA. Your family’s first step should 
be to file an administrative com- 
plaint. The allows any person or orga- 
nization, not only victims and family 
members, to file a complaint about 
a nursing home with the Licensing 
and Certification Division of the Cal- 
ifornia Department of Public Health 
(DPH). The DPH’s San Francisco of- 
fice is located at 150 North Hill Drive 
Suite 22, Brisbane, CA 94005.

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Jobs-to-Housing Ratio Reevaluated 


The city’s current formula for funding affordable housing by charging office-space developers is based on a1997 study. That could soon 


change.

It’s been 22 years since San Fran- 
cisco took a good, hard look at its policy 
of taxing office developments to fund 
construction of affordable housing. Now, 
armed with more than two decades of 
data, some city officials are proposing a 
change. 

The formula to collect money from 
most non-residential development is 
based on a 1997 study, whereby San 
Francisco collects impact fees from 
developers to fund everything from 
transit to child care. An analysis by the 
San Francisco Council of Community 
Housing Organizations (CCHO) found 
that the city has collected a yearly 
average of $7.5 million over the past 
decade in what is called the “jobs-hous- 
ing linkage fee.” But advocates say 
this method is outdated and fails to 
reflect the full impact of development. 
Instead, they say, fees charged to 
developers could be used to offset dis- 
placement and provide homes for the 
middle- and low-income people who 
work at new businesses. 

The city has a yearly maximum of 
950,000 square feet of office space al- 
lowed per year. A long-awaited update 
to the old 1997 Nexus study is expect- 
ed to arrive in April from the Mayor’s 
Office of Housing, and Supervisor 
Matt Haney doesn’t want to waste 
any opportunity. Earlier this month, 
he directed the City Attorney to begin 
drafting legislation so that his fellow 
supervisors would be able to jump 
straight into a discussion about raising 
the fee as soon as the study is released. 

“We're hoping that this could pro- 
vide a significant injection of funds 
for affordable housing,” Haney says. 
“If we’re adding millions and millions 
of square footage of office space and 
not having a corresponding increase in 
housing, we are setting ourselves up 
for what we have, which is skyrocket- 
ing rents in the least-affordable hous- 
ing market in the country.” 

With the recent office construction 
boom in neighborhoods like Mission 
Bay, the amount the city collects each 
year has risen dramatically. (The city 
accounted for a total of 4.4 million 
square feet of commercial space in 
Mission Bay alone.) 

At roughly $28 per square foot of 
commercial space built, the Mayor’s 
Office of Housing reports collecting 
$19 million between June 2016 and 
June 2018. 

Nevertheless, those funds have al- 


ready been spent, and the Mayor’s Of- 
fice of Housing did not immediately re- 
spond to a question about the current 
balance of affordable-housing funds. 
Combined with inclusionary-housing 
fees and other funds, that $19 million 
contributed to the 100-percent afford- 
able projects at 88 Broadway, 490 S. 
Van Ness Ave., 1950 Mission St., and 
2060 Folsom St., which cost more than 
$100 million in total. 

As for additional impact fees, CCHO 
estimates that inclusionary housing 
fees from residential development 
have brought in an average of $23 mil- 
lion a year for the past decade. 

Boosting the jobs-linkage fee upon 
the study’s release is that much more 
urgent with the December passage 
of the Central SoMa Plan, which is 
expected to bring 33,000 more jobs 
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and 8,000 housing units to the area — 
proof in itself that San Francisco’s in- 
vestment in office space is much higher 
than that of living space. 

Community groups like SOMCAN 
have criticized the Central SoMa plan 
for a lack of plentiful affordable hous- 
ing — which will account for at least 
33 percent of those planned units. 
But thanks to conversations Haney 
kick-started, the city more leverage 
with developers before the rush be- 
gins. Anti-displacement advocates say 
that money needs to go toward hous- 
ing not merely high-income workers, 
but the janitors, the administrative 
employees, and cafeteria workers who 
can’t afford market-rate rents. 

“This city really needs to be able 
to house the new workers that this 
community development will bring,” 








CCHO spokesperson Maya Chupkov 
says. ‘I think what’s missing in this 
conversation beyond these impact fees 
is we need to think of a more robust 
public investment.” 

Mayor London Breed is pushing 
for a $300 million affordable-housing 
bond on the November ballot. Haney 
feels the bond should go further, 
although he didn’t specify a dollar 
amount. 

One of many ways in which the 
1997 study has become outdated is 
the increased density of employees 
in existing office space over the past 
20 years. In other words, there are 
now more people to account for when 
planning housing and transit needs. 
Ken Rich, development director for the 
Mayor’s Office of Housing, says that 
will be a factor in the new study.

“A current Nexus study would 
need to account for characteristics of 
modern office space, such as employee 
density,” Rich says. 

San Francisco is required to release 
a Nexus study to prove why it is al- 
lowed to charge a certain amount, and 
a feasibility study will accompany its 
release to caution against the alleged 
adverse effects of high fees stifling de- 
velopment. Haney’s goal is not to dis- 
courage development, but to balance 
the ratio of jobs to housing. 

“Right now, there’s extreme de- 
mand for office space and for com- 
munity development, and we need to 
have a corresponding investment in 
affordable housing in order to ensure 
equitable development in our city,” he 
says. ‘It’s kind of ridiculously overdue 
to have this study come out.”

With an estimated $10.9-billion 
net worth, the 79-year-old Kansas 
native and self-described Christian 
conservative took his father’s small 
oil-extraction concern and built it into 
a diversified conglomerate. That com- 
pany, The Anschutz Group, now owns 
shares of sports teams, stadiums, and 
many other engines of mass entertain- 
ment. Anschutz also controls the con- 
servative-leaning Washington Examiner, 
and from 2004-11, he owned the San 
Francisco Examiner (which for the last 
five years has been a part of the same 
company as SF Weekly). 

Although a resident of Denver, 
Anschutz wields a disproportionate 
amount of influence over California, 
which of course wields a dispropor- 
tionate amount of influence over 
American popular culture. AEG, an 
entertainment subsidiary of The An- 
schutz Group, owns two professional 
soccer franchies, the San Jose Earth- 
quakes and the Los Angeles Galaxy. 
Promoter GoldenVoice, which is an 
arm of AEG, operates the Coachella 
Valley Music and Arts Festival, which 
takes place over back-to-back week- 
ends in April at the Empire Polo Club 
in Indio, Calif. 

Anschutz also gives quite liberally 
to charity, and therein lies the rub. 

Of the $63 million or so his founda- 
tion disbursed in 2016, some went to 
expressly anti-LGBTQ organizations 
— including $50,000 to one Dare 2 
Share Ministries, which may sound 
like it’s run by teens with a lot of feels 
but which calls gayness a “Satanic 
perversion.” After that news broke, An- 
schutz put out a statement affirming 
his support for people irrespective of 
their sexual orientation, noting that 
his foundation supported more than 


800 separate entities, some of which 
are also anti-choice or hostile to the 
fight against climate change (with the 
implication that his staff couldn’t thor- 
oughly vet them all). Then he gave $1 
million to Elton John’s charity. 

That might have been the end of 
it, just another flare-up over one of 
the old, white, straight, conservative 
billionaire men who dominate every 
aspect of our lives and who will die 
years before humans burn down the 
atmosphere. But in January, Spin de- 
termined that while Anschutz and his 
foundation had ceased giving money 
directly to conservative nonprofits, he 
was still freely giving to the Republican 
National Senatorial Committee and 
various state GOP parties, more than 
$100,000 in all. This caused the very 
firmament of the internet to shake 
with righteous fury. Fool me once, 
shame on you — but twice? Who could 
possibly attend Coachella in good con- 
science now? 


Something about Coachella, 
though, inspires pyroclastic eruptions of 
hatred. Something about it causes peo- 
ple to feel an acute disgust that they 
likely would not experience upon walk- 
ing into a Regal Entertainment Group 
movie theater (a brand that The An- 
schutz Group owned until 2018) or toa 
Lakers game at the Staples Center (both 
of which are part of AEG, which is sort of 
the Lyft to LiveNation’s Uber). You can’t 
even take a cynically noble point of view 
— if you will — and write off profes- 
sional sports as the irredeemable reposi- 
tory of America’s hypermasculine id, 
because even Even with the belated hor- 
ror at the depth of Michael Jackson’s 
sins, few people connect Anschutz and 
the planned residency at London’s O2 
Arena — another AEG property — that 
the King of Pop was rehearsing for at the 
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time of his death. It’s always, and only, 
Coachella. 

Maybe it’s the specter of young 
people having carefree fun and taking 
selfies in the desert. Maybe it’s the 
thought of Los Feliz-based wellness in- 
fluencers losing their shit in the Sahara 
Tent while the world burns. Maybe it’s 
grouchy San Francisco residents who 
live within earshot of Outside Lands 
believing that Coachella is bigger and 
more vapid and more self-absorbed 
and more drenched in privilege, spe- 
cifically the privilege not to have to 
care about one’s impact in the world. 
Or maybe Coachella used to be cooler 
before it got so huge. There may be a 
kernel of truth to all of that. 

As a queer San Franciscan who has 
covered Coachella for the last three 
years, this has been on my mind. 
Specifically, I keep scrutinizing my 
conscience for self-absolving rebuttals 
that may worm their way out, from 
the dismissive (“Ooh, for that amount 
of money, Anschutz could almost 
buy a divorce attorney”) to the hack- 
neyed (“Live your best life, gurl!”) to 
the anecdotal (“I’ve never personally 
experienced any homophobia there, 
and queer visibility is important”) the 
nihilistic (“So what? Everything is 
terrible!”). 

Everything is terrible, though. And 
if the past few years have taught us 
nothing else, it’s that we seldom have 
the luxury of letting our guard down 
for a second when countering hate 
and injustice. “Injustice anywhere is 
a threat to justice everywhere,’ as the 
hard-to-disagree-with maxim goes. 
But just as “haste makes waste” can 
arm-wrestle “he who hesitates is lost” 
to a perpetual draw, the picture may be 
more complicated than inspirational 
quotes can convey. For instance, one 
can be aware that colorism exists 





within the African-American commu- 
nity, while also appreciating that — if 
one is, say, white — there are more 
appropriate topics to weigh in on. And 
outrage fatigue is very real, as any 
well-informed person who ever needed 
a clandestine weekend off from CNN. 
com push notifications can tell you. We 
have finite energy to fight the fight. 

The more you pay attention, the 
angrier you can become with other 
people’s slip-ups. In calling for empa- 
thy, we can find our capacity for for- 
giveness dissolving away. This is also 
why people often feel more betrayed 
by allies who inadvertently err than 
by outright enemies who behave with 
pure malice. Personally, I find myself 
puzzled by people who adamantly 
refuse to eat at a restaurant with a 
chef who faced credible accusations of 
sexual harassment yet who continue to 
patronize places that have a document- 
ed history of stealing their employees’ 
wages. 

It’s also easy to spin non-action as 
virtue. After the 2010 Deepwater Hori- 
zon oil spill, | vowed never to get BP 
gas again. But I didn’t realize that Arco 
was part of BP for a few years, effec- 
tively neutralizing my principled stand 
every time | went to that cheapie gas 
station on Fell and Divisadero streets. 
(My no-BP-not-never-not-now ap- 
proach isn’t even a true boycott, either. 
Realistically, boycotts have to cause 
some pain or inconvenience to the 
boycotter, and the boycottee should 
probably be aware of it.) 

But you can try to do good. You 
have to try. Take Chick-fil-A, which was 
always pretty homophobic but now we 
have further proof that it’s really, really 
homophobic, having donated almost 
$1.8 million to anti-LGBTQ causes in 
2017 alone. There are about a dozen 
Chick-fil-A restaurants in the Greater 
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Bay Area, all of them seemingly main- 
taining a wary, 20-mile perimeter from 
San Francisco ever since Mayor Ed 
Lee tweeted at them not to come any 
closer. Food writer J. Kenji Lopez-Alt 
posted to Instagram the other day that 
he’ll make a $10 donation to the Our 
Family Coalition, a Bay Area LGBTQ 
nonprofit, for any pics of fried chicken 
tagged with #betterthanchickfila, up to 
$1,000. That strikes me as fitting, and 
kind. ’'m not Jewish, but I’ve always 
loved the concept of tikkun olam, or 
“repair the world.” Lépez-Alt’s seems 
like it. What also seems important to 
keep in mind is that while Chick-fil-A 
CEO Dan Cathy might be yet another 
billionaire bigot, the people who work 
at his restaurants are real people with 
real-life problems of their own, most of 
them not earning terribly much. 

They’re not the enemy, but they’re 
contaminated — because we're all 
contaminated. We have few ways of 
judging something to be morally good 
except by standards of purity that we 
all fail sooner or later, some of us more 
publicly than others. On top of that, 
no money is clean money, and even 
“bad” money can help good people. It 
is perilous in the extreme to measure 
ethical good by economic impact. But 
undoubtedly, something like Coachella 
helps a lot of working people — bar- 
tenders, ride-share drivers, the people 
who cart away Porta-Potties full of 
poop and beer cups — to make a liv- 
ing. Then again, viewing the world that 
way for too long can make you callous, 
like an American hippie who makes 
a spiritual pilgrimage to India, sees 
impoverished children playing in the 
gutter, then muses over how everyone 
has their role to play in this marvelous 
pageant we call life. 


To no small extent, contempo- 


rary liberalism is an ever-expanding and 
evolving list of don’ts and mustn’ts and 
secular thou-shalt-nots, put out there 
and signal-boosted by traumatized peo- 
ple who have every right to demand a 
better world. This orthodoxy is often in- 
comprehensible to people of good will 
whose tech savvy is low or who don’t get 
out much. If you don’t have an advanced 
degree in cultural studies from Oberlin, 
you re even more screwed. Apart from 
cancelling them with the sweeping, pseu- 
dointellectual term “problematic,” we 
don’t know what to do with mostly good 
people when they fail. And they will fail. 
Granted, it’s practically impossible 
to see a BBQ Becky in action and not 
conclude, “Wow, what an absolutely 
terrible human being with no possi- 
bility of redemption,” but everybody 
makes mistakes. No doubt, I feel terri- 
ble for the humiliation and fear people 
like that cause when their hateful 
behavior goes unrecorded, but I in- 
stinctively recoil from spectacles where 
the whole internet condemns total 





strangers on the basis of a one-minute 
video, gets them fired, and destroys 
their lives. I can’t even look at the 
Yelp page of a dentist who kills a lion 
on safari, because you know it’s the 
hapless receptionist who by definition 
is on the receiving end of all that. And 
everything is terrible. Even President 
Obama killed a bunch of kids with a 
ghoulish drone-war program, raining 
death from the sky at weddings. Then 
he went upstairs to have dinner with 
his wife and daughters. 

It is frustrating, though, in this 
climate of cancellation, to see horrible 
people continually having a platform 
to be horrible. Swedish YouTuber 
Pewdiepie has had many chances to 
stop espousing pro-Nazi sentiments, 
but he won't, and intrepid Japanese 
“suicide-forest” explorer Logan Paul is 
also a flat-Earther. And Twitter would 
never, ever ban the president, even if 
he tweet-launched a nuclear first-strike 
on Pyongyang. 

Beyond that, the list of smart and 
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seemingly decent people who have 
done bad things is endless. Joan Rivers 
said awful things about Palestinians on 
numerous occasions. Joyce Carol Oates 
has at least a few Islamophobic tweets 
along with her dozens of novels. Liam 
Neeson admitted he wanted to finda 
Black guy to kill after someone in his 
life disclosed that she’d been raped. 
MSNEC host Joy Reid wrote a num- 
ber of homophobic blog posts in the 
aughts, blamed them on hackers when 
they came to light in 2018, then delet- 
ed her entire website. Alec Baldwin is 

a comic genius, but maybe America’s 
worst celebrity liberal. In light of the 
Kevin Hart Oscar-hosting fiasco, you 
almost wonder why celebrity publicists 
don’t comb through their clients’ so- 
cial-media profiles before auditioning 
them for high-profile gigs. 

As with virtually everything, the 
faults of consumer capitalism are in- 
finitely worse than people’s gaffes and 
ill-considered status updates. Fashion 
brands from Urban Outfitters to Dior 
pay substandard wages, and while Nike 
used Colin Kaepernick’s lonely knee to 
transform itself from Adbusters punch- 
ing bag to progressive icon — truly, 
21st-century P.R.’s ultimate coup — it 
can sometimes appear that amoral 
fashionistas specifically provoke out- 
rage to draw attention to their clothes, 
then issue perfunctory apologies after 
the fact. (They’re almost like Silicon 
Valley that way.) There’s even a Danish 
apparel company called Carcel that 
specifically uses the labor of women 
incarcerated in Peruvian prisons. It’s a 
business model of brazen exploitation 
enrobed in the discourse of a TEDx 
talk, neocolonialism marketed as femi- 
nist emancipation. 

By this point, you are probably feel- 
ing deeply cynical about our world, and 
maybe even grimly satisfied that we 
have only 11 years to stave off climate 
catastrophe, something only the fabu- 
lously wealthy will weather unscathed. 
But there is the outrage, and then 
there is our response to the outrage, 
which is almost always arbitrary and 
capricious. The ease with which we 
leap from hate-scrolling through some 
grotesque injustice du jour to “We're 
doomed” is getting eerier in light of all 
the calving glaciers. You can feel the 
varicose nihilism spread in real time. 
Worse, because we live in a surveillance 
state of all against all, to question this 
dynamic is often to invite suspicion. 
Brandishing one’s progressive bona 
fides on Facebook is practically obliga- 
tory to evade hurt feelings. That’s not 
hard to live with, all things considered. 
There’s a lot of awfulness out there; 
who would want to fuel it, especially 
by accident? But what are we to make 
of Cancel Culture when Kevin Hart is 
banished from the Oscars yet Mel Gib- 
son still gets nominated for one? 

Further, it’s alarming how rich peo- 
ple’s loads of cash can paper over all 


of this. Philip Anschutz gives money 
to harmful people, but it’s his $300 
million wind farm project in Wyoming 
that Forbes included as a bullet point 
on its 2019 list of billionaires. Mark 
Zuckerberg couldn't bring himself to 
criticize Holocaust deniers without 
hedging, a mind-blowing equivocation 
that was bizarrely similar to fellow bil- 
lionaire President Donald Trump’s flip- 
pant “very fine people on both sides” 
remark after the Charlottesville attack. 
Meanwhile, Facebook has become a 
chaos agent of an unfathomable mag- 
nitude, yet its founder’s name adorns 
a hospital. One outspoken nurse is 
fighting to de-Zuck S.F. General, but 
it’s even more amazing how long it 
took for the art world to disavow the 
philanthropy of the Sackler family, 

the owners of Purdue Pharma, which 
manufactures OxyContin. (The U.K.’s 
National Portrait Gallery flatly rejected 
a million-pound donation only last 
week.) 

Meanwhile, funding from Wells 
Fargo and Chevron underwrite plenty 
of arts spaces in the Bay Area. Lincoln 
Center’s David H. Koch Theater is 
home to the New York City Ballet in 
spite of Koch Industries being perhaps 
the most ferocious fighter of environ- 
mental regulations in America today. 
(We’ll bestow upon Exxon a consola- 
tion prize for “Worst Suppression of 
Valid Science.”) Art and dirty money — 
the filthiest money, the viscous Alberta 
tar sands of money, leaking poison and 
death — fuse seamlessly right where 
they should be most at odds. Yet how 
many of us mortals use Brawny and 
Quilted Northern products on the dai- 
ly? Those brands are owned by Geor- 
gia-Pacific, part of the Koch empire. 

Of course, you could hardly accuse 
late-2010s progressives of insufficient- 
ly vigilant rage. Even a call to distrib- 
ute that rage more evenly feels like a 
canard. It’s an impossible request, for 
one, and honoring it would almost 
certainly turn up the temperature 
even higher on basically everything, 
leaving less room for cooler heads to 
prevail. Conversely, high-minded calls 
for “civility” — an elastic term if there 
ever was one — often translate into 
“Know your place, prole,” or “Express 
more deference to the power structure, 
corruption and all.” 

Sometimes, the outrage seems so 
inexhaustible that it’s also infinitely 
transferable — and what with social 
media’s powers of magnification, 
immune to retraction. There was the 
time in 2017 when cosmetics maker 
and vlogger Jeffree Star and Kim 
Kardashian West got into a row over 
makeup that escalated into a feud 
over Star’s history of racist remarks 
(which were vile, although he apol- 
ogized). Kardashian West’s millions 
of followers continued to hound Star 
online with homophobic and trans- 
phobic attacks, until Kardashian West 
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pleaded with them to stand down — 
causing them to turn on her until she 
effectively had to issue a retraction. 
Concurrently, writer and transgender 
advocate Janet Mock had profiled 
Kardashian for Interview magazine, 
the cover of which was styled to make 
Kardashian West appear as Jackie Ken- 
nedy but with darkened skin. 

That was certainly poor judgment 
on an editor’s part, but no fault of 
Mock’s, although she had referred to 
Kardashian West’s having made pre- 
vailing beauty standards “browner.” 
She later clarified that, affirming she 
should have said “bronzer” instead. 
But by that point, the skin tone com- 
ponent of the magazine cover drew 
Mock into the Kardashian West-Star 
imbroglio even though the interview 
for Interview had taken place well be- 
fore that other episode. 

If you look at all this and notice 
how much vitriol in the name of social 
justice was directed at a mother of 
biracial children (Kardashian West), 

a Black trans woman (Mock), anda 
queer person who presents as high 
femme (Star), and all of it seemingly 
for the enraged entertainment of their 
respective stans, you probably aren't 
alone in thinking there’s no way out. 


In light of the Fyre Festival and the 
brilliantly flawed twin documentaries 
it led to, I sense extra scrutiny on 
Coachella this year. It didn’t get too 
widely reported, but between the 2018 
festival’s two weekends, high winds 
nearly shredded the site apart. If a 
dust storm were to rise suddenly out of 
the desert while everyone tried to find 
cover, expect self-pitying Instagram 
stories in the vein of that sad cheese 
sandwich to go hyper-viral, powered 
by endlessly renewable schadenfreude. 
But apart from that, practically the 
whole world is waiting for some drunk 
guy to behave boorishly and have it all 
be caught on a cell-phone camera, so 
they can hashtag him #CoachellaChad 
and rake all 250,000 attendees over 
the coals for their moral turpitude. 

[honestly don’t know if I should 
even be there. Wherever I might be 
instead, though, it’s not going to be in 
the company of saints. And at some 
point, these issues become less a ques- 
tion of politics and more a question of 
temperament. Maybe we need to learn 
to tolerate a little hypocrisy in each 
other in order to get along, just as we 
can fret about the health of the oceans 
while using plastic bottles and fly 
home to visit our parents from time to 
time. In the meantime, I think I have 
one more Coachella left in me. I’m par- 
ticularly excited to see Janelle Monae 
for the fourth time. She is an Afrofu- 
turist of seemingly limitless potential, 
the spiritual successor to Prince anda 
paragon of Black excellence, more radi- 
cal than me, more queer than you.

Joan (Susi Damilano) 
seeks advice from L.A.

When the new CEO of an athlei- 


sure-wear company asks, “What is 
yoga?” to one of her subordinates, the 
correct answer is a carefully concocted 
slogan: Truth. Authenticity. Jojomon. 

Joan (Susi Damilano) has accepted 
the top job at Jojomon after the pre- 
vious CEO caused a public-relations 
nightmare. His faux pas corresponds to 
a recent one at a real-world company 
(Hint: It rhymes with Mumumelon). 
After his sexist, body-shaming com- 
ments damaged Jojomon’s reputation, 
the founder of the company fired him 
and hired Joan to replace him. In ad- 
dition to her qualifications, her gender 
immediately improves the optics, and 
her first executive action is to order 
larger sizes in a new line of laven- 
der-scented yoga pants in order to be 
more inclusive of bodies that don’t fit 
into a size 8 (or smaller). 

In comparison with her predeces-

sor, Joan is woke, even though she 
doesn’t enjoy doing yoga herself. But 
Dipika Guha’s Yoga Play (at S.F. Play- 
house through April 20) isn’t about ei- 
ther breaking the glass ceiling or Joan’s 
successful new campaign. Under her 
watch, Jojomon has recovered from 
one scandal only to stumble right into 
another. A BBC reporter finds out that 
underage children have been working 
at the factory where the pants are 
made. Joan is suddenly sent into crisis 
mode along with her direct reports 
Fred (Ryan Morales) and Raj (Bobak 
Cyrus Bakhtiari). The good news is 
that John (Craig Marker), Jojomon’s 
New Age founder, has gone offline for 
a month, which will give the trio time 
to come up with a plan for damage 
control. 

In the extended first scene, Guha 
establishes the play’s satirical tone by 
depicting John as a loopy male version 
of Goop’s — “a modern lifestyle brand” 
— pale blond leader. He’s the epitome

of an over-privileged white dude who’s 
co-opted cultural artifacts from other 
countries in the name of healing, only 
to repurpose them for personal profit. 
Yoga Play builds its comic momentum 
up slowly, adding in wry asides along 
the way that comment on what it 
means to work in Corporate Amer- 
ica. At Jojomon, the employees are 
required to take meditative breath- 
ing breaks and tell each other their 
dreams. 

Fred and Raj are office buddies 
who've started to confide in each oth- 
er. Guha gives each of them a strange 
dream to recount. In Fred’s, he’s sitting 
next to a pigeon on an airplane who 
shits on a plate and then tells him to 
eat it, which he does. Raj says that he 
dreamt he was pregnant and that he 
gave birth through his penis. This is 
the playwright’s way of suggesting that 
she’s created psychological profiles of 
her characters to accompany the facts 
she provides about their backgrounds. 


Those confessional scenes are short 
and punchy, punctuated by blasts of 
electronic music. They’re also unneces- 
sary asides that tilt the narrative off its 
axis. In this case, that’s a good thing. 

Guha’s tale about about ordinary 
souls who get subsumed by commerce 
and the strangling hands of capital- 
ism isn’t revelatory. Her plotting is 
conventional. She’s created a series of 
obstacles that the characters have to 
overcome on the way to the finish line. 
But we start to root for these greedy 
businesspeople because the playwright 
endows them with recognizably hu- 
man vulnerabilities. Before she started 
at Jojomon, Joan had a nervous break- 
down of some unspecified kind. She 
wants to prove to herself and to her 
underlings that she’s still capable of 
wielding power. 

On the other hand, Raj, a Harvard 
Business School graduate who is 
detached from his Hindu heritage, de- 
jectedly exclaims, “I want to feel.” Even

though he doesn’t specify an emotion, 
Raj is single and we suspect that what 
he wants to feel is love. All the Jojo- 
mon-required yoga workouts aren't 
bringing him toward the happy path 
of romantic enlightenment. Fred’s 
capable of emotion but, as a gay man 
and immigrant, he’s worried about his 
green card and the possibility of being 
deported back to Singapore, his ho- 
mophobic homeland. With these three 
main characters, Guha touches upon 
issues involving female empowerment, 
racial and sexual identity — but she 
does so lightly. Yoga Play ends as a far- 
cical, physical comedy, and that bois- 
terousness felt like it was the truest 
and most authentic expression of the 
playwright’s aesthetic.

There have been documentaries 
about survivors of the Holocaust, and 
many narratives about Jewish people 
who survived by pretending to be 
Gentiles. Claus Rafle’s docudrama The 
Invisibles splits the difference between 
Shoah and Europa, Europa — but its 
combination of the forms isn’t quite 
as satisfying as either. Hanni (Alice 
Dwyer), Cioama (Max Mauff), Eugen 
(Aaron Altaras), and Ruth (Ruby O. 
Fee) are four young Jewish people who 
remain in Berlin during World War II. 
Their stories are introduced by archival 
interviews with the real-life Hanni, 
Cioama, Eugen, and Ruth, with the 
1940s re-creations played as extended 
flashbacks. The four characters’ stories 
don’t intersect, as a common theme 
is that each person thought they were 
more or less the only Jew in hiding, 
not realizing there were a few thou- 
sand others in the same predicament. 
But once a given flashback begins, it’s 
often narrated by the actor rather than 
the real-life person, and the dueling 
voiceovers can make it tricky to keep 
a bead on who's story we re following. 
Some threads are necessarily more 
interesting than others, especially 
Hanni’s, which becomes a fable about 
passing when she discovers how dif- 
ferently the world treats her after she 
goes blonde. There’s an interesting idea 
at the heart of The Invisibles, but the 
way it’s constructed makes it hard to

3 Faces

3 Faces is Jafar Panahi’s fourth film 
since the Islamic Revolutionary Court 
in Iran banned him from making mov- 
ies for 20 years. (Let that sink in for 
a moment.) It may also be his biggest 
“fuck you” yet, because although he 
plays himself as he did in the previous 
three films, 3 Faces is the first in which 
he isn’t the subject. When a despon- 
dent young woman named Marziyeh 
sends a video to him and to famous 
actress Behnaz Jafari showing what 
appears to be Marziyeh committing 
suicide because her parents won't let 
her go to an acting conservatory, Jafar 
and Behnaz drive to Marziyeh’s village 
near the Turkish border to investigate. 
Though much of it is shot from a dash- 
board camera, 3 Faces is the closest 
thing to traditional narrative film 
Panahi had made in exile. The preoccu- 
pation is no longer Panahi’s own ullti- 
mately temporary restriction, but the 
systemic oppression of women in Iran, 
particularly as they explore a village in 
which masculinity is revered, such as 
the man who has four daughters but 
will go to great lengths to ensure his 
one son’s virility. As tends to be the 
case with Panahi’s work in exile, 3 Faces 
is about heavy things but never forgets 
to be funny, and it’s one of the best 
films of 2019. SC

Deaths come in threes, while 
bar-and-restaurant closures are at sixes 
and sevens. The past few weeks have 
practically been one long, slow reading of 
the Book of the Dining Dead, and while 
there have been some crushing disap- 
pointments at the higher end of things 
— Jardiniére! — most of the closures 
have been in the middle-tier, neither 
fast-casual nor particularly fancy, like 
Chow or Firewood. Curiously, all three of 
those restaurants opened in 1997, and 
enough has changed that you could sim- 
ply conclude they reached the end of 
their natural lifespan. They’re the places 
hammered hardest by the onslaught of 
Uber Eats, although even the Muncherys 
of this world are no longer of this world, 
either. 

You might say that Laguna, which 
replaced the short-lived second location 
of The Meatball Bar on the corner of 
Hayes and Laguna streets, faces some 
tough headwinds. It’s a kind of brunch- 
all-day place where the same three 
people appear to handle every task, 


the Bloody Mary has soju in it, and the 
Franco-Spanish Maria’s Lemonade has 
red wine and Lillet. It is mostly burgers 
and fried-chicken-and-waffles, things 
that you can get just about anywhere. 
(Or, as a friend put it, “I like this place. 
It’s stuff I can cook at home, but I don’t 
want to.”) The almost Yogi Berra-like 
profundity of that remark melted my 
heart a little, because ambitions that 
modest essentially encapsulate the 
purpose of a neighborhood American 
restaurant, one that doubles as the 
soul-anchoring institution that’s rapid- 
ly vanishing from our cityscape. 
Laguna does have some punch, too. 
The $11 salmon toast is basically a ba- 
gel-all-the-way hybridized with avoca- 
do toast, which renders its both those 
forebears moot. You can add a poached 
egg to it, or you can just go for the Egg 
Tower, which layers on a sunny-side-up 
egg and a cream-drenched potato cake 
while eliminating accouterments like 
capers and pickled red onions. (Smoked 
salmon benedict hovers at the periph- 
ery, too.) Beignets, at four for $10, feel 
like something best shared among four 


people and while nothing is going to 
dethrone Brenda Buenviaje’s beignet 
flight at Brenda's Soul Food, these 
come with creme anglaise and a Mexi- 
can chocolate dipping sauce. 

While the pork bun is pretty for- 
gettable in spite of the cucumber and 
onion — it’s also $10 all on its own 
— a big greasy burger and a bone-in 
pork chop over creamy potato wedges 
feel like a steal at $14 and $21 respec- 
tively. The real stunner was the $18 
lobster grilled cheese, which is really 
a Gruyere-swiss blend with a separate 
lobster bisque of purest Pantone 151 
C. It’s zesty and thick, more advanced 
than those other, infantilizing grilled 
cheeses out there — and there’s plenty 
of it. Although a charred lemon wedge 
is always appropriate, the roasted 
chicken legs had that home-cooking 
feel, sitting on that timeless trio of 
potatoes, carrots, and broccoli. You 
want more imagination? Why, when if 
you ask for hot sauce, it’s going to be 
habanero and it’s going to come ina 
ramekin? 

There are a couple quirks, such as

guna and the Missing Middle 
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the lack of a website three months after 
opening or the 9:30 a.m. opening time 
on weekdays, which feels like it’s just 
too late for breakfast and an-hour-and- 
a-half too early for anything else — and 
bound to catch people by surprise. And 
the full-wall mural in the back looks 
distractingly unfinished. 

But on second thought, maybe that 
no-website idea is a great one. Once 
upon a time, a lot of S.F. restaurant 
sites played dumb music or ambient

up the experience of making a reser- 
vation. Laguna doesn’t accept reserva- 
tions, which are all done through Yelp 
or OpenTable anyway, so who needs 
it for comfort food? Hayes Valley is so 
frou-frou that something this cheerful 
and uncomplicated, a place to have 
a burger and a beer without feeling 
rushed or shouting yourself hoarse, fits 
right in. If and when Laguna closes, it 
has the potential to be one of closures 
that breaks hearts.

If [want a good snack and I needa 


cheap beer, I’m in the mood for some- 
thing close to home and even closer to 
my heart: seafood. I need something 
fresh, something elevated, and some- 
thing local. Ineed Bar Crudo. 

Having opened in 2005 at the cor- 
ner of Grove and Divisadero streets, 
Bar Crudo has grown into one of the 
most beloved and — yeah, I’m going 
to say it — underrated treasures of 
San Francisco over the last decade- 
and-a-half. And it’s so much more 
than a great date spot with quality 
seafood. It’s a sanctuary, one whose 
happy hour puts it in a league of its 
own. There is no other restaurant 
in the city where I can eat better 
food for under $20, every day of the 
week. 

On weekdays, people line up 
from 5 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. for one of 
the most sought-after seats in the 
neighborhood. If you're lucky, you’re 
in for a treat. For $1.50, oysters and 
marinated mussels can be ordered by 
the dozens. Oyster deals are every- 
where in San Francisco, but it’s those 
mussels that will keep you coming 
back. Marinated with herbs and 
jalapefio, their glowing yellow meat 
bursts with a tangy heat. Each bite 
has a little crunch from the pieces of 
pungent peppers in the marinade. 
They’re addicting. 

Next is the $8 seafood chowder, 
the best in San Francisco. It’s as if a 
classic New England-style moved to 
the Bay Area and fell in love witha 
free spirit. Built on a foundation of 
manufacturing cream, smoky bacon,

and potatoes, this chowder cranks 

it up a notch with an abundance of 
seafood. In every spoonful, you'll 
find plump shrimp, springy squid, 
and mussels, plus bits of tuna, salm- 
on, or buttery whitefish. The broth 
has an orange hue and a spicy flare 
that makes this chowder unique. 

Order the $5 crab back if you 
see it on the raw bar, because it’s 
an exoskeleton full of crab fat and 
meat that does wonders to a piece 
of toast. It tastes like ready-made 
ocean paté, and it’s a delicate finish 
to a lovely meal. 

Bar Crudo is everything. It’s ele- 
gant, approachable, and guaranteed 
to be downright delicious. We all 
deserve to be able to enjoy the finer 
things in life, and every once ina 
while we need a reminder that we 
can:

CUESA — the Center for Urban 
Education about Sustainable Agricul- 
ture — cohosts the 10th annual fes- 
tival with Turlock goat-milk producer 
Meyenberg. As in years past, there will 
be plenty of adorable baby goats with 
their soft fur and slightly freaky hori- 
zontal pupils, with plenty of other ac- 
tivities like Angora goat-wool spinning 
and make-your-own-goat-horns in case 
you re a Knight Templar and you want 
your own Baphomet. While the festival 
itself runs for six full hours, the goats 
are only there from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
as Toluma Farms wants to make sure 
they don’t get too stressed out — and 
you have to buy tickets for the pet- 
ting zoo, which go on sale this Friday, 
March 29, at 2 p.m. 

However, you can always just take 
a look at them from a distance. And 
some people clearly get a little ded- 
icated with the “caprine” costumes 
(meaning goat-like, as in Capricorn). 
Beyond a $7 goat cheese-tasting flight 
and “goat totes,” you can also sit in on 
a goat-cheese cooking demo with chef 
Kim Alter of Nightbird in Hayes Valley. 
Because it’s the Ferry Building, plenty 
of vendors will be on hand selling tasty 
goat-milk-derived delights, such as 
The Farmer’s Wife (a honey lavender 
bacon, avocado, farm eggs, chevre, and 
pepper-sauce grilled cheese sandwich) 
or Far West Fungi (stuffed mushrooms 
with goat cheese, pesto, collard greens, 
and pine nuts). 

If there’s a better reason to go to 
Coachella for weekend one, we haven’t 
heard about it. Except for seeing Sol- 
ange and Tame Impala before every- 
body else does, that is.

In 1997, Hayes Valley wasn’t 
nearly the fancy precinct it is now. The 
Central Freeway had closed for demoli- 
tion and replacement by surface-level 
Octavia Boulevard only a year before, 
and the neighborhood had a much scrap- 
pier feel, like an extension of Civic Cen- 
ter. It was then, on a block of Grove 
Street near the symphony and the opera, 
that Traci Des Jardins opened Jardiniére. 

Almost 22 years later, on Saturday, 
April 27, the restaurant long regarded 
as one of the most beautiful interiors 
in the city will close. 

The New York Times’ Kim Severson 
reported that the James Beard-win- 
ning Des Jardins — who has since 
opened several other restaurants, won 
Iron Chef, and was a finalist on Top Chef 
Masters — broke the news to her staff 
Monday. 

“The restaurant is pretty healthy, 
but it’s not thriving,” the chef told the 
Times. “I looked at changing the con- 
cept and the interior, but I just didn’t 
want to do it. I’m ready to put it to 
rest. I’m tired of fine dining.” 

In a sense, that last sentence is both 
the most and least remarkable. While 
hardly a relic, Jardiniére hails from the 
same high-gloss era as Jeremiah Tow- 
er’s nearby Stars (which once stood at 
555 Golden Gate Ave.) and Des Jar- 
dins’ subsequent ventures have been 
much more casual in feel than those 
days of conspicuous consumption. The 
San Joaquin valley native has veered 
much more strongly toward her own 
Mexican heritage, staying current with 
additional things like the Impossible 
Burger (albeit available only at Jar- 
diniére’s bar). 

As SF Weekly reported in 2017 for 
the restaurant’s 20th anniversary, 

Des Jardins went on to open Arguello, 
Transit, and The Commissary — all 

of which are joint ventures with the 
Presidio Trust and Bon Appetit Man- 
agement Company — plus Mijita Co- 
cina Mexicana, and Public House. But 
for now, the restaurant’s site still says 
“quintessential San Francisco,” but you 
only have about 30 more days to expe- 
rience it. PLK

Another one? Barely weeks 
after the closure of Chow on Castro 
(which may shortly become a new 
restaurant), the impending sale of 
famed SoMa sex club Blow Buddies, 
the closure of transgender bar Divas, 
and yesterday’s announcement that 
Traci Des Jardins will close her Hayes 
Valley flagship, Jardiniére, another 
landmark of San Francisco city life is 
up for sale. 

According to Socketsite, Tender- 


loin dive bar and home to extremely 
challenging trivia Edinburgh Castle, 
along with its liquor license, is now 
available for $3,995,000. Not that 
such places always maintain their 
web presence perfectly, but if the- 
castlesf.com was functional recently, 
it isn’t now. That might be a sign of 
certain doom for a spot that opened 
in 1959 or just Mercury retrograding 
a wee bit (one can hope). 

While the crenellated bar famed 
for its comedy nights, large-scale 
allegorical murals, and ’60s dance 
parties may simply be on the mar-

ket, Sockesite rather depressingly 
notes that the site is ripe for rede- 
velopment: “The parcel upon which 
the 3,900-square-foot bar sits is 
zoned for development up to 80 feet 
in height, as touted in the marketing 
materials for the site.” 

Tay Kim has owned Edinburgh 
Castle since 1999 (although he 
worked there as a waiter beginning 
in 1994, when his cousins owned it). 
He tells SF Weekly that business is 
“slow” and that he’s “been dealing 
with some health issues which pre- 
vent me from working as much.” 





There is also the matter of the 
changing neighborhood. 

“Different crowd, not a drinking 
one, Kim said. “In the past it was 
more of a band watching, drinking 
one but they’ve either started fam- 
ilies and/or moved out of the city. 
The recent ‘tech’ transplants are not 
drinkers or social.” 

It’s always been a salty place, 
though. Longtime manager Alan 
Black was known to push back on 
irritating customers, connecting him 
to another recently departed legend, 
Tom Guido of The Purple Onion,

who was murdered in January. But 
the place is still a neighborhood 
icon. As SF Weekly reported last year, 
Tom Hardy shot scenes for Venom 
around Edinburgh Castle, and in the 
finished film, you can clearly see him 
reading a copy of this paper outside 
the bar.

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“AN ALMOST UNSPEAKABLY BEAUTIFUL SOUND’

Recently, things have been 
quiet for Jose Gonzalez. Home in Go- 
thenburg, Sweden, he’s been practicing 
his guitar. Taking care of his one-and-a- 
half-year-old daughter. Doing some 
cooking and some cleaning. 

“I'm a home dad right now!” he 
says. ‘I’m taking my daughter to pre- 
school, doing my part of the family.” 

This calm, though, precedes a storm 
of sorts — Gonzalez is about to em- 
bark on his fourth tour with The String 
Theory, an experimental orchestra, 
artist collective, and production com- 
pany whose members live in Berlin and 
Gothenburg. Their iteration on this 
tour includes some 22 musicians, a 
striking change for a musician known 
to play solo, or with some simple per- 
cussion. For Gonzalez, playing with the 
ensemble adds another layer to his 20- 
year pursuit of an almost unspeakably 
beautiful sound. 

“We've known each other close to 
10 years,” he says of his relationship 
with The String Theory. “When it start- 
ed, we just played one song together. 
But it felt so good for me that I asked 
them to do more.” 

A creative collaboration followed, 
with tours in 2011, 2015, and 2017 
— the last of which was compiled into 
an album, Live in Europe, released in 
February. The majesty that the orches- 
tra lends to Gonzalez’s music — nota- 
ble for its spare yet effective simplicity 
— illustrates the power of this partic- 
ular pairing. 

It’s also an interesting step in the 
spectrum of Gonzalez’s musical path. 
Born to Argentinian parents in Swe- 
den, Gonzalez played with hardcore 
bands in the ’90s before forming 
experimental indie folk-pop band Ju- 
nip; their first EP, Straight Lines was 
released in 2000. His first solo album, 
Veneer was released in 2003, and in 
the U.S. in 2005, featuring one of his 
more recognizable tracks, a cover of 
“Heartbeats.” Originally performed by 
Swedish electronic duo The Knife, Gon- 
zalez’s version has been used in count- 
less television and film soundtracks — 
tearjerker moments, all — and a par- 
ticularly magnificent 2005 Sony Bravia 
commercial featuring a rainbow of 
bouncy balls careening down San Fran- 
cisco’s hilly terrain in slow motion. 

In Our Nature followed in 2007, 
then Vestiges & Claws in 2015. In be- 
tween and since, Gonzalez has worked 
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with Junip, while continuing to play 
with The String Theory. Almost two de- 
cades in, Gonzalez finds that he enjoys 
all three forms of musical expression 
equally. 

“When I play solo, I need to be su- 
per-super-focused. Everyone is hearing 
everything I do,” he explains. “With my 
five-piece band, it was more about vo- 
cals and percussion. The guitar disap- 
peared a little. But with the orchestra, 
it’s different. All of a sudden, I need to 
be more focused again. I need to be on 
my toes in terms of intonation, listen- 
ing to the tempo.” 

Because of this, he’s found that, in 
some ways, playing with the orchestra 
is even more difficult than playing 
alone. 

“T’ve stepped up my playing!” he 
says. I used to play classical guitar, 
and I was really meticulous. But after a 
while, I got relaxed. I felt like I already 
knew my songs, so I didn’t need to 
rehearse! With the orchestra, I feel like 
I’ve come back to that previous level.” 

Hence the regular pre-tour practice. 

“T really didn’t rehearse at all be- 
fore my solo tour a few years ago,’ he 
admits. 

All this time at home with his guitar 
has also allowed him to lay the ground-

work for his next, eagerly anticipated 
solo release, which is coming “slowly 
— as usual.” 

And, as usual, he’s pulling from a 
wealth of musical influences including, 
but not limited to, Swedish artist Mon- 
ica Zetterlund, music from Western 
Africa — specifically, guitar sounds 
from the Sahara — plus chords from 
Brazilian bossa nova, and Finnish and 
Swedish lullabies 

“Tm not sure how much of all of 
it Pll actually bring into the album, 
but that’s where I’m at!” he says. “The 
ambition, overall, is to keep it simple. 
I want to be able to subtly vary the 
sounds while keeping it consistent.” 

Gonzalez’s songwriting process al- 
ways starts with the guitar. 

“Usually a guitar riff, a couple of 
chords, a loop. Or maybe a full song, 
but only the skeleton,” he says. “And 
then I have a moment where | switch 
to melodies, then words, phrases, and 
meaning, then tying the songs togeth- 
er. 

Except for one song, which devel- 
oped as he sang to his daughter — he 
found himself humming a melody, 
then added lyrics in Swedish. 

Overall, though, he’s approaching 
this album similarly to Vestiges & Claws 
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José Gonzalez & The String Theory 
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— by starting simple and leaving room 
for growth. Ideally, Gonzalez says, 
these songs will stand firmly on their 
own, while maintaining the potential 
for expansion, experimentation, and, 
perhaps, more collaboration with The 
String Theory. 

“Now I know how easy is is for me 
to leave it to these amazing arrange- 
ment writers to work their magic,” he 
says. 

That magic will be on full display 
at the group’s April 4 show at The 
Fox Theater. Gonzalez says that fans 
can expect to hear familiar songs ina 
whole new way. 

“The biggest difference, really, how 
dynamic and rich the experience is 
with the orchestra,” he says. 

Plus, he gets the rare opportunity 
to be a spectator at his own show. 

“There are moments when I actually 
don’t play at all and I can sit back and 
close my eyes,’ he adds. “I get goose- 
bumps! It’s pretty awesome.”

Outside Lands 


A rather male-dominated 
festival heads to Golden Gate 
Park this August, but witha 
notable number of artists of 
color.

Having released the news late 
last week that mostly retired veteran 
Paul Simon would be the 2019 festi- 
val’s headlining legacy performer, 
Outside Lands released its full lineup 
this morning, with Childish Gambino 
and Twenty One Pilots. 

Overall, it’s hard to be overly enthu- 
siastic about the full roster, which, let us 
emphasize, is not yet final. Of the top 
dozen or so names, only Kacey Mus- 
graves is a woman (or an otherwise fe- 
male-fronted group). With all due respect 
to that wonderful crossover country star 


who wants everyone to learn to draw 
the shape ofTexas, that’s a disappointing 
setback for a festival that included Janet 
Jackson and Janelle Monde last year and 
an extraordinary set by Solange the year 
before. What happened to the big push 
for gender parity? 

Having basically swept the Grammys 
with “This Is America,” Childish Gambino 
— aka Donald Glover, aka Lando Calris- 
sian, aka the creative force behind the 
best show on TV — is a genuine get, but 
less so those quasi-uncategorizable reg- 
gae-tronica Ohioans, Twenty One Pilots. 
In fairness, they are Grammy winners, 
too, but they’re also basically Mackle- 
more with more keytar. 

Further down the list are some more 
middling names, like Blink-182, last in 
the public eye for being one of the first 
acts to ditch the Fyre Festival, and Berke- 
ley natives Counting Crows, who haven't 
even put out a new album in five years. 
Perhaps the biggest macro-trend take- 
away might be this: Festival culture was 
built in large part on indie rock, and indie 
rock is increasingly exhausted, so the 
ship is listing a bit. That’s a lot of pressure 
to put on The Lumineers, maybe. 

But Ranger Dave scouted some gen- 
uine diamonds this year, a number of 
them people of color. Anderson .Paak 
& The Free Nationals, Santigold, Leon 
Bridges, Toro y Moi, and NoMBe are all 
scheduled to perform — as is Lil Wayne! 
— plus there are some fun names who 
will undoubtedly spur many attendees 
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to get there earlier in the afternoon, like 
Bob Moses, Yaeji, or S.F’s own Luttrell. 
Edie Brickell & the New Bohemians are 
playing, and she’s Paul Simon's wife, so 
that’s kind of sweet. 

Further, a couple notable names 
are returning, including Boyfriend (the 
“rap-cabaret” performance artist from 
New Orleans whose curlers and general 
demeanor were such a delight in 2017) 
and the magnificent soul singer Mavis 
Staples, who was apparently a showstop- 
per at SXSW this month and who, in a 
post-Aretha world, can legitimately be 
described as peerless. By the time she 
takes the stage in August — where she 
last appeared in 2011 — she will be 80 
years old. 

Except for the new $1,595 mega-VIP 
tier known as the Golden Gate Pass, ear- 
ly-bird tickets are already sold out. Reg- 
ular GA ($385) and VIP ($815) tickets 
go on sale this Thursday, March 28, at 10 
a.m. Before grumbling about the lineup 
and the price, remember that Outside 
Lands has the distinction of being much 
more than just a music festival, and this 
year, festival-goers might be able to con- 
sume cannabis on site. Also, it was nice 
and warm most of the weekend last year, so 
fingers crossed it happens again!

A quarter-century after Ga- 
len began it at Berkeley Marina — 
with two turntables and a mixer 
plugged into a portable generator — 
psychedelic rave Sunset Sound System 
has a packed calendar of events 
throughout the spring, summer, and 
fall. 

The DJ, known for his jams every 
Sunday and eclectic tastes that span 
classic disco to interstellar roots 
reggae, will find himself on boats 
in international waters and taking 
over stages at festivals worldwide 
— but he’s starting the season off 
right here with a huge party at The 
Midway on Sunday, April 7, called 
Permission to Land. 

Parties in Novato (April 28) and 
on the San Francisco Spirit (May 
19) follow, with a 10-year anniver- 
sary of the Sunset Campout picking 
up in Belden Town, that gorgeous 
19th-century resort town in the 
Sierra foothills, over four days in 
July. From there, it’s off to Bulgaria, 
Croatia, and elsewhere — with Solar, 
Galen’s partner in crime, joining for 
the Love International Festival and 
several other events.

Unapologetically abrasive and confrontational, Barrington 
Hendricks — better known as JPEGMAFIA — is willing 

to take aim at anyone who deserves to be put on blast. 

He harbors a fight-fire-with-fire mentality that makes his 
politically charged hip-hop feel necessary in an era plagued 
by superficiality and existential anxiety. Hendricks was born 
and raised in New York but moved at age 13 to Alabama, 
where the racism he encountered would affect his music 
later in life. After high school, Hendricks joined the Air 
Force, where he was deployed to the Middle East and spent 
time in Germany and Japan, where he began to produce his 
own music. Following his honorable discharge, Hendricks 
moved to Baltimore in 2015 and furthered his career as 
JPEGMAFIA, building a fanbase off self-released mixtapes 
Communist Slow Jams and Darkskin Manson. The following 
year saw the release of two albums, Black Ben Carson and 
The Second Amendment, each of which made Hendricks an 
immediate icon within underground rap circles in Baltimore 
and online. JPEGMAFIA’s most recent album, last year’s 
Veteran, is a noise-ravaged dose of avant-garde hip-hop 

that seeks to provoke listener out of their comfort zone 
with carefully calculated anger and a delirious sense of dark 
humor, all while lyrically confronting toxic masculinity and 
systemic racism.
